CHINA.

SHANGHAI, 
Our advices by this mail extend to the 23rd February ; the P. 
and O. mail of Dec. 29 arrived out Feb. 17. The North China 
Herald contains the following summary of the news :-— 


The Peking Gazette contains a suggestive memorial from Tsang- 
kwo-Fan and Futai, reporting their action for the relief of the 
sufferers in Chihli. The Emperor ordered them to send 20,000 

iculs of rice, but Li Hung-chang wrote that he would rather 
have the money. The Northern people didn’t care for rice, but 
if he had its value he could buy food better suited to them! So 
Tseng-kwo-Fan sent him Tls. 50,000. The misfortune is that, 
judging from our correspondent’s letters, no adequate effort was 
made to procure from Newchwang food well suited to the palates 
of the Chihli-men, and that the cry is raised of dearth of supply, 
even in Tientsin itself. There is no room at all for doubt, as 

Tseng-kwo-Fan suggests, whether 20,000 piculs of rice could have 

been ‘sent up, if measures,had been‘taken promptly ; but we do fear 

whether the ‘'ls. 50,000 reached Li in time to be expended. We 
suspect the starving people would rather have had rice, after all, 
if they had been consulted. 

The Governor of Kweichow reports further successes over the 
Miaotsze in his province; but they do not betoken very rapid 
progress towards the restoration of order. The capture of the 
cities of Pachai and Sanchio was mentioned in the (Gazette 
of the lst July. Now we learn that the rebels immediately be- 
sieged the Imperial garrison, and the desperate fighting referred 
to in the present edict is the result of an effort to raise the siege. 
The first memorial spoke of assistance received from friendly Mia- 
otsze in capturing these cities, and we ex pressed our suspicion at the 
time that this meant bribery and treachery. The edict which we 
publish to-day confirms our suspicion. The Chinese no doubt bought 

| their way into Pachia and Sanchio, aud the Miaotsze fell upon 
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these cities with large forces directly they heard of the mishap. ‘The 

garrison, however, were able to hold their own ; and with the aid 
of a force which the Imperial Commander-in-Chief brought to 
teir aid. were able to raise the siege. But this only leaves them 
wh re they were six months ago, and we cannot help asking, for 
the h undred-and-first time. what becomes of all the munitions of 
war tu"ued out from the different factories. Miadtsze could never 
stand ag.\inst men armed with breech-loaders, and having a few 
howitzers. be Set 

A meeting’ of shareholders in the Shamghai Steam Navigation 
Company has heen held. The report showed a net profit of 
Tis. 410,402, afte* paying a 12 per cent. dividend and carrying 
Ts. 247,320 to instance and depreciation account. It was re- 
solved to convert the 20 per cent. scrip dividend issued last year 
into stock, raising the capital to Tls. 2,250,000. The purchase of 
property to the value of ‘la. 26,000 in the neighbourhood of the 
Oompany’s premises in Honkew and the French Settlement was 
sanctioned. Messrs. H. H. Warden (President), Porter, Dent, 
Forbes, and Condit, were cleoted. Directors for the ensuing year. 

Ata meeting of the Shanghai Tug and Lighter Company a 
seven per cent. dividend was declared, besides returning a bonus 
of five per cent. on business contributed. Messrs. F. B. Forbes, 
E 6: Smitti, and‘ Jolin: Anderson were xe-elected Directors. 

The Nouvelliste-publishes minutes of a meeting of the French 
Municipal Council. The bad condition of the bridge over the 
Yang-king-pang at the end of Kiangsi Road was brought up, and 
the inconvenience caused by pedlars taking up their places 
on it, was pointed out. The similar inconveuieuce felt by the 
market people taking stand, in the morning, on the Honan Road 
bridge, was also referred to; and the Secretary was ordered to 
communicate with the English Council on these points. The 
other proceedings were chiefly formal and uninteresting. 

A meeting was held on the 21st Feb. for the purpose of recon- 
stituting the Shanghai Chess Club. It was explained that the 
library were willing to provide free quarters, if the Chess Club 
would introdnce fifteen new subscribing members to the library. 
This number has-been obtained, and resolutions were passed 
agreeing to the proposal, agreeing to a yearly subscription of $1 
to the Chess Club to meet any casual expenses, and appointing 
Messrs. Alabaster, Zimmern, Curjel, Goitburg, and E George, a 
committee 

We are glad to learn that the missing boat from the Chukinny, 
containing tiie second officer and six men, which went towards tie 
Haitan Straits in search of aid when the steamer was wrecked, 
had been met with by the screw-steamer Formosa, and the men, 
all well, taken to Amoy. 

A correspondent writes, with reference to the loss of the Sz- 
wonada, that the Haitan Straits are still imperfectly surveyed, 
and that the Admiralty chart is by no means a safe guide. Ie 
suggests that some of the war-vessels on the coast might do valu- 
able service by making a complete survey of the passage. 

The 22nd February was the anniversary of the birthday of 
George Washington. The Afonocacy fired a salute of twenty-one 
guns at noon, in honour of the day. 

We are glad to see that another parade of the Shanghai Volun- 
teer Corps is announced. We hope the marines and blue jackets 
will again join in the excursion. 

A handicap paper hunt is to come off on or abcut the 29th 
Feb. This, we believe, will be the last of the season ; the crops 
are now getting too high. 

The following intelligence is from the Courier :— 

Letters received from Peking report that H.E. T. F. Wade, 
H.B.M. Minister, has been assailed with opprobrious epithets by a 
mob of Pekingese youth, and struck with a stick by one of them ; 
but fortunately no particular injury has been sustained by his 
Excellency. The affray could have had nothing of a political 
character, or the members of the Tsung-li-yamen would have 
been aware of it, and would have informed Mr. Wade of the fact. 
The truth is that Mr. Wade, walking in plain clothes along one 
of the leading thoroughfares of Peking, and passing the end of 
one of the narrow lanes that debouch on the main street, was 
assailed by a crowd of youths shouting after him the usual in- 
sulting epithet, ‘‘ Foreign devil,” and on his remonstrating, one 
of the oldest of them hit him across the head witha stick. They 
seem to have mistaken him for some of the foreign rowdies who 
are said from time to time to insinuate themselves into the sacred 
capital, in spite of the vigilance of its diplomatic guardians, of 
whom Mr. Wade is, or was, the chief. Hence the attack was 
really made, not on the British Minister at all, but on some other 
individual whom for the moment Mr. Wade personated in the 
eyes of the crowd. This is too obvious to require proof. 

The inconvenience which the innocent Minister was thus made 
to suffer is much to be regretted; but the occurrence having 
arisen through a mistake, his Excellency is happily relieved from 
the necessity of making it 2 diplomatic question. As for secking 
to have the delinquents punished, Mr. Wade is, perhaps, the last 
man who would consent to any harsh procedure, and although 
T’ao, of the T'sung-li-yamen, happening to come up immediately 
after the assault, and learning what had occurred, had the young 
man who committed the assault arrested and brought before the 
Yamen, the offender was let ofl’ with a mild sentence of canzne—a 
pinishment which was also extended to three or four policemen, 
who, the high officers of the Yamen held, ought tothave been on 
the spot to protect Mr. Wade from the indignities he had suffered.

HONG KONG.

The Daily Press has the following on the appointments to the 
Legislative Council made by Sir Richard MacDonnell :—We 
hear that Mr. Lowcock, of Messrs. Gibb, Livingston, and Co., and 
Mr. Greig, manager of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, were 
sworn in as members of the Legislative Council. The appoint- 
ment of the first-named gentleman was generally dnticipated, and 
fully approved of by the community, but that of the latterPhas 
caused some little surprise’ As an individual, Mr. Greig en- 
joys considerable popularity, and his abilities are such as will 
doubtless be of service to the public, but it cannot but be con- 
sidered a little strange that the manager of the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Bank should be chosen, and the chairman a gen- 
tleman of high commercial position, of lengthened experience 
in China, and commanding general confidence and esteem, 
should be overlooked. It was certainly very generally imagined 
that the choice for the second member of Council would lie 
between Mr. Pyke and Mr. Lemann, and we cannot help thinking 
that the views of the public are entirely overlooked in the ap- 
pointment which has been made. In saying this, we do not wish 
for a moment to underrate Mr. Greig’s qualifications as an indi- 
vidual, but taking all matters into account, it must bo obvious 
that (fis somowhat invidious to riis2 the manager of an institu- 
tion cons.ituted Hike the Long Kong and Saanghai Bank above 
the directors, especially when the chairman is, apart from his 
connection with the bank, in every way eligible for the appoint- 
ment. However, the movements of governors are more than or- 
dinary mortals can measure; and we can only trust that Sir 
Bice has good reasons for thus going counter to the general 
feeling. 

The Japanese troupe, who are performing at Shameen, are doing 
remarkably well.

MANILA. 

A correspondent writes as follows :— 

Wednesday, Thursdiy, and Friday, the 24th, 25th, and 26th 
January, seem to have been spent trying several of the prisoners 
by court-martial, for nine were shot at Manila and four at Cavite 
on the following morning, Saturday. Those shot here were taken 
to the camp of Bagumbayan, tiel by a cord, and told to kneel 
down with their backs to them ; the troops of the garrison were 
formed in open square. The firing party being called forward, 
some fifty or sixty advanced to within some nine or ten paces, and 
fired point blank at them, evidently nvt killing all, for they called 
two more men from the ranks, an two more single shots were 
fired. Upon inspecting the bodies afterwards, several were found 
to have three and four wounds. A great many more were sen- 
tenced to death, but the Governor commuted it to transportation 
for life ; of these the worst were picked out as a warning to what 

others might expect in case they played the same dangerous 
game. : 

Courts martial are still the orler of the day, and others have 
been arrested. Saturday, Feb. 17, four more were garroted, a 
soldier and three priests. They were confine in some barracks 
close at hand. The procession was formed about 74 M.; they had 
to walk some 500 to GOO vards; they all seemed to be very much 
affected. The soldier and two of the priests were pat to death 
quickly, but the other, when putin the chair, jumped up again 
two or three times. About this time the people seemed to be ex- 
cited, for there was a sure among:t the crowd, as if to attempt 
a rescue, but the orler was given, the iron put into its place,a 
turf given to the wheel, and all was over with him Had there 
been any disturbance every prep tration had ben made, for which 
we have to thank the Governor, who is, without the least doubt, 
“The right man in the right place.” 

Thursday, 22nd, the races eommenced, and the course was 
guarded by troops, but all passe off quietly ; but in the evening, 
about eight o’clock, reports were circulated that a fire was in pro- 
gress, which proved to be a tohaceo manufactory adjoining the 
prison, where are confined a great many political prisoners. A 
great part of it was burnt duwn, but, fortunately, it did not com- 
municate to the prisou ; here we also noticed that there were not 

wanting troops to keep order. It is rumoured that we art to have 
& large reinforcement of Spanish troops at once.

The latest news from the Siak expedition states that the object 
the troops were sent out for has been attained without blood- 
shed, the insurgent campong headmen having surrendered them- 
selves without fighting. The troops will speedily return to Java. 
One officer of the expedition has had the ill luck t» be carried off 
by an alligator, either whilst bathing or owing to his falling out 
of a praha. 

The company formed to cultivate waste lands at Deli (Sumatra), 
having failed to turn to proper account the Chinese 
coolies engaged by them, are now looking out and beating up for 
more manageable labourers in the neighbourhood of Samarang ; 
one of the local journals thus sets forth the result :—Some time 
ago an agent of the well known Deli Company came here to en- 
gage labourers for the agricultural operations this company has 
on foot at Deli. This man, with the help of a native recruiting 
agent, has persuaded 150 men to goalong with him, together with 
their wives and children. The person bringing them gets f.10 for 
every workman supplied. No advances aro,made to those engaged 
ce wives and children, who have to go, are on board the 
vessel. 

The Peruvian ship Clotilde, N. G. Garcia, passed Anjer on a 
voyage from Macao to Havannah, with Chinese coolies on board. 
The first Padang coffee auction this ycar will take place in the 
second half of March. On the 23rd March 2,784 piculs of Go- 
vernment sapanwood will be sold by auction at Batavia. On the 
8th April 7,800 piculs of Billiton tin will be sold by auction at 
the same place. Concerning the origin of the forged bank notes 
prepared, it was supposed, at Singapore, which were lately in 
circulation in mid and west Java, and cased much anxiety, no- 
thing further has been learnt ; at the time a great stir was made

SINGAPORE. 
The outward French mail of Fob. 2 arrived on March 5; datos 
extend to the morning of the 8th. The following is the summary 
of the week's news :— 


The Newa, when near the Northwatcher Island, about sixty 
miles from Batavia, picked up two boats, containing the captain 
and crew of the French ship Marie Therese, from Bordeaux, bound 
to Saigon, with general cargo, which was wrecked in Gaspar 
Straits. The boats contained fourteen persons, viz., Pierre Moure, 
captain ; Julius Tanguy, mate; N. Belbeach, second mate; Mr. 
Tonsales, passenger; Jules Merlet, carpenter; Jules Heetor, 
cook ; Alain Lemintcr, Louis Duval, Joseph Petel, L. de Rident, 
T. Delornee, and Baptiste Brossard, seamen ; Martin Gabriel, or- 
dinary seaman ; and one apprentice. ‘They had been sixty hours 
in the boats, during which time they had experienced very bois- 
terous weather, losing two men. 

Among the passengers by the French mail is Admiral Dupra, 
Admiral Governor of Cochin China, who goes home on leave, his 
duties being fulfilled during his absence by General D. Arbaud. 
We notice also the return to this colony of the Hon. J. W. W. 
Birch, Colonial Secretary. 

A farewell dinner was given by the Singapore Club to the fol- 
lowing members about to leave for Europe. Mr. BR. B. Read (late 
chairinan of the club), Mr. Cameron (late honorary secretary of 
the club), the Hon. Mr. Scott, the Hon. Mr. Adamson, Mr. 

About seventy persons 
sat down to table ; the band of II.1.G.M.S. Hertha was in attend- 
ance, aud played during dinner and in the intervals between , the 
toasts.

Colonel Auson (the Administrator) and Mrs. Anson, who are 
about to return to Kurope, were entertained at a ball and supper 
in the Town Hall. The principal residents.and the military and 
naval officers on the station were present. At supper Mr. W. H. 
Read occupied the chair, and in proposing the toast of the eveniag 
—the health of Colonel and Mrs. and Miss Anson—he spoke of 
the thoroughly good accord which had prevailed between them 
and the community during their residence here, and wished them 
on behalf of those present a speedy and prosperous voyage home, 
The toast was reccived with enthusiastic cheers. 


PENANG. 


We find the following items in the Penang Gazette :— 

Tunku Kudio arrived here with General Pennefather and 
leaves for Tongkah to meet H.M. the King of Spain. We 
have heen requested to say that Tunku Kudin has not been 
ejected from Sualengore, but is firmly established, having a large 
force there to support him. 

The village of Bali Pulo was burnt down on Sunday last. 
The fire commenc-d about eight o’clock, and in a short time it 
got-complete possession of the buildings. The police made some 
efforts to stay its course, without avail, and house after house 
was consumed, till all the shops, stores, barns and stables were 
destroyed. About one hundred buildings have been burnt, and 
the amount of losses is estimated at 30,000 dollars, It is not 
known how the fire originated, whether at the hand of an incen- 
diary or from accident. 

A great riot has broken out amongst the Chinese at the Laroot 
tin mines, and hundreds of them have been killed by their 
brethren. It appears the quarrel originated in a dispute between 
two Chinese as to a small plot of ground. Gradually the rival 
tribes of Sin Leng, Koey Pin and Yin Pin took up the question, 
and ended by coming to blows with the tribe tof Cheng Seang. 
It isan ill wind that blows nobody any good, and we find the 
adage exemplified by the success of the steamer Deli, which has 
made several trips between Perak and this, bringing away as 
many Chinese as she can carry, being of course well remunerated 
each voyage. The Perak authorities seem to be paralysed, and 
so the rival clans must fight out the battle till there’s nothing 
left but their tails! Trade is at a standstill, and it will be some 
time cre the tin mining will be resumed. ‘The village of Laroot 
has been burnt by the rioters, the ‘Tunku Mantri is besieged in 
his palace there, and about thirty of his police have been killed.

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THE SINGAPORE RAILWAY. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srr,—In a letter which you were good enough to publish some 
weeks ago I set forth what seemed to me conclusive reasons 
against the construction and working, by the Straits Government, 
of the line of railway by which it has been proposed to connect 
the wharves and docks in New IIarbour with the town of Singa- 
pore. These reasons had then to be taken for what they seemed 
worth, and as an expression of mere individual opinion ; but, to 
show those interested in the question that whet was then advanced 
had a solid foundation in facts, I would ask the further favour of 
your publishing the accompanying resolutions, passed, by majori 
ties of three to one,*at a large and influential meeting of the in- 
habitants of Singapore on the 23rd February last. ‘These resolu- 
tions place it beyond question that, in entertaining the idea of 
instructing the Government of the Straits Settlements, against the 
deliberate decision of the Legislative Council, to undertake the 
construction of this railway, the Colonial-office is also going 
directly in opposition to the wishes and convictions of the inha- 
bitants of Singapore. 

One of two things, therefore, must be clear. Hither the pro- 
posed Railway is likely to be remunerative, and the local Govern- 
ment is to retain for itself the profit onan undertaking which a 
private company was ready to carry out, or the proposed Railway 
is not likely to be profitable, and the local Government is to be 
required to undertake a work of an essentially private character, 
against the wishes of the people of the Colony, and at their 
expense. 

There seems to be no escape from this dilemma, except by 
withdrawing from a false step, and leaving the railway to be un- 
dertaken by the company which applied for the concession, and 
which was represented as waiting only for that authorisation to 
carry out the work.I am, Sir, &c.,

RESOLUTIONS, 

(1.) That the expenditure of pub'ic money on a Railway is un- 
warrantable, looking to the position of the Colony and the claims on 
the Government for the prosecution of works of the utmost importance 
to the welfare of these Settlements. 

(2.) That this meeting has no confidence that the working of the 
Railway in the hands of the Government will prove efficient and satis- 
factory to the public, of sufficiently economical to prevent its becoming 
a chargo on the Colonial revenues. 

(3.) That this meeting views with alarm and regret that the Secretary 
of State shou!d, after having specially called for the opinion of the 
Legislative Conncil on the Railway question, seen fit to act in direct 
opposition to the decision of that body, arrived at after a lengthencd 
enquiry and by a large majority. 

(4.) That this meeting protests respectfully but firmly against the 
principle involved in the Colonial office entering upon any scheme 
entailing large expenditure of the revenue of the Colony without the 
sanction of the Local Legislature. 

(5.) That the chairman be requested to forward a copy of the Resolu- 
tions passed at this Mceting to II. E, the Administrator, for transmission 
to the Right Honourable the Scerctary of State. 





THE CONDITION OF JAVA NATIVES: 

We (Morning Post) have received from the Foreign-office the fol- 
lowing copy of a memorandum by Her Majesty's Consul at Batavia, 
upon an article in the Morning Post of November 9, 1871 :— 

‘Although the condition of the natives of Java is by no means per- 
fect, yet I believe it can safely bear a comparison with that of the na- 
tives of other colonial possessions, it being certain that in no other colony 
does the care for his individual well-being go so far ; of a crushing serf- 
dom there is not the least shadow. Taxes are raised in money and in 
labour, the latter being called ‘ hecrendienst,’ or labour enforced by 
Government, and both are mainly based on the property of the soil. 
This ‘heerendienst’ is at present limited to a maximum of one day at 
11 hours per week for constructing works of public nse, such as roads, 
bridges, dams, dykes, &c., and for rendering domestic services te 
native chiefs. All lavour which may be enforced is definitely stated, 
and every year a diminution is effected therein, and no building mate: 
rials or other goods may be demanded from the population, ever 
where payment is offered. 

“ The native is farther obliged to cultivate sugar-cane ag an indem- 
nity for the soil ceded to him, payment for such being given him. 
From 1878 the extent of soil under ‘ hecrendienst’ cultivation is to be 
yearly reduced by one-twelfth, so that in 1890 this obligation, go far 
as sugar is concerned, will have ceased. 

“* Coffee ia also raised by ‘ heerendienst’ labour, the crop being de- 
livered to Government at thirteen per picul, which price is not much 
leas (expenses of providing capital not included) than its cultivation 
would cost a private planter. The native planter pays no ground rent 
for the soil cultivated with sugar-cane and coffee. It is exceedingly 
unjust to say that the native is delivered over to the arbitrarincss of 
native tyrants, to a degencrate priesthood, and to rapacious laws and 
institutions. 

“The Mahommedan priest has no authority over the population 
other than the influence exercise] by ecclesiastics in all countries, 
and abuses of this influence are carefully watched and severely 
punished. 

‘The administration is in the hands of Dutch officials, who how- 
ever, in their intercourse with the native population, are obliged to 
use the intervention of the native chiefs. All their acts are under 
supervision and regulated according to fixed instructions, 
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“Tn nearly all the provins23 there ire nitive hospitals, and, on the 
| breaking oat of epidemic diseis:s, Date’: physizians are sent to the 
| Villazes to attend to the sick. 

“Missionaries are freely admitted, being first, however, oblized to 
furnish proof of beinz ab!: to spexk tae verarealar. They live quietly 
in the midst of the Mihommedin popalatioa, who resveect tiem if 
they deserve it, but whose attachment to their present doctrine does 
not appear to give much xe pe to the Curistian religion. 

“The Government holds itself entirely neutral on the point of reli- 
gion, watching only azainst cxc2<3es of watever nature or from whioh- 
ever sect. It is utterly untruc thit the exccssive enforcement of the 
laws of ‘ hecrendienst’ labour have led to massacres, suicides, &e. 

“In conclusion, it may be asked, if the system of goverament 
works so badly as stated in this arsicle, how cin it be accounted for 
that the native population is rapidly increasing. and that in their food, 
clothing, and residence a steady improvement goes on?

MR. SINCLAIR ON THE TEA TRADE. 
In a letter to The Times Mr. Sinclair, M.P., in commenting on the 
Budget, starts some queer notions on the tea trade which are scarcely 
worth the trouble of criticising. Ie says :— 


Under the discouragement and difficnlty of addressing an impatient 
and unsympathetic audience, in addition to the remarks which you 
have reported, I said that the working classes would be equally aeto- 
nished and disappointed that while three millions were taken off 
the payers of income tax, the manual labour class only reczived a 
doubtful benefit in the shape of a peddling reduction in the coffee 
duties ; that we were bound in honour, in the face of the country and 
the world, to do justice to the majority of the population not repre- 
sented in Parliament, but thatthe Budyet was entirely in favour of the 
tich ; that if the working classes only piid their fair share in 1871, 
then half the deticieney of £3,000,000 should have been placed on their 
shouldera ; but if, as the Chancellor of the Nxchequer's course proves, 
they ought not to have borne this extra barden, when it was removed 
they should have obtained their proportionate shire of the remission 
of taxation; that Americais about to grant the free breakfast table, and 
that the aristocratic and plutocratic IHlouse of Commons shoald be 
ashamed to be less liberal to the poor than the Democratic House of 
Representatives of the United States ; that tea, sugar and coffee are 
necessarieg because they are universally given in workhouses and gaols ; 
that it is contrary to the Constitution to tax those who are not repre- 
sented for necesstries ; that a larze proportion of the poor are even 
excused local rates; that the profit aud expenses connected with the 
duties on the breakfast table involved a cost to the consnmers of ten mil- 
liong, though only yiclding £6.300,006 to Government, independently 
of cost of collection ; that the export and transit duties on tea in 
China amounted to 4d. per pound, while by Treaty they should only 
be 14d. per pound, and, adding 2d. of profit on those dues, the com- 
sumer lost another 6d. per pound, all of which might be eaved by 
compelling the Chinese to observe the ‘I'reaty and abolishing our 
import duty as an ample equivalent for the export duty, and thus tea 
might be sold retiil at 61. to 8d. per pound which now costs 2a. ; 
that the saving to the people of England by buying tea at 6d. instead 
of 23. would be nine millions sterling, and if the consumption doables, 
as it probably would, eizhteen millions sterling; that, as the Chinese 
population is about 460,000,000, and as they drink about 10 poands 
per head, if we doubled our consumption it would only be about 24 
per cent. on the production, and would probably not enhance, per- 
ceptibly, the price receivel by the grower. 


THE SUEZ CANAL. 

The following observations upon the present condition of the Suez 
Canal are from the Detly News :— 

The testimony of those who have recently passed through the Suez 
Canal forma an agreeable contrast to the dissatisfaction expressed the 
other day by shareholders who are disappointed that its dividends do 
not augment more rapidly. There have been countless improvements 
in the administration, and in the condition of the Canal itself, simee 
the last independent report was published in England. The system 
of signalling is described az perfect. The side-stations, which only 
existed at Kantara and at Lake Timsah at the time of opening, have 
been multipiied, and the result of these two improvements is that 
all danger of ships mecting or of overtaking each other in the narrew 
portions of the Canal is at an end. A couple of months since the 
Edinburgh, one of the vessela which has been engaged on the work of 
eable-laying in the Kast, passed through the Canal without difticulty 
while drawing twenty-three feet on an cven keel, and the Nebraska is 
said to have performed the journey about the same time while draw- 
ing more than twenty-four feet. These figures by no means 
represent the limits of the Canal’s capacity, but are significant 
when taken in conjunction with the satisfaction expressed by 
sailors responsible for their vessel’s safety. It is on record that, 
subsequently to the Canal being declared ready for traffic, ships stuck 
fast in it of far less draught than those just quoted; and when a 
month after the opening day, the Prussizn man-of-war, the Hertha, 
while drawing only sixteen feet and a-half, was detained for forty 
hours near Isusailia, the peop!e who had all along predicted failure 
saw in tuis incident . realisation of their forebodings. ® The Canal 
was silting up already; it would in a few yeara be as dry as the desert 
round it; and the international congratulations and thanksgivings 
had all been premature.” So ran the story. The action of the Me- 
diterrancan at Port Said, and the formidable deposit left there by 
each tide, were also put forward as fatal obstacles to the permanence 
of the Canal ; and the vast army of dredging machines which would 
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be kept constantly and fruitlessly at work formed part of the dismal 
picture drawn by those who would not believe. A satisfactory an- 
swer to these misgivings is furnished by the experience of those on 
board the Edinburgh the other day; for these gentlemen only saw 
one dredging machine from one end of the Canal to the other, and 
this, with a similar machine outside the Port Said entrance, seemed 
to represent the labour employed in keeping this maritime highway 
in working order. Other travellers report passiges which have been 
made in large steamers from the Gulf of Suez to the Mediterranean in 
nine and ten hours respectively; and it is impossible to doubt that 
at this time the Suez Canal has, as an engineering triumph, fulfilled 
the most sanguine opinions passed upon it on its opening day. 


THE ANGLO-FRENCH COMMERCIAL TREATY. 

The following memorial of the directors of the Manchester Chamber 
of Commerce, by their chairman, has been transmitted to Lord 
Granville :— 

“That your memorialists venture again to address your lordship in 
reference to the Anglo-French Treaty of 1860, now that formal notice 
tras been given by the French Government to withdraw from it in 
March, 1873. That in the despatch of the French Foreign Minister 
your lordship is reported to have said ‘on two occasions’ that ‘ you 
have no absolute objection to any proposal for slightly protective 
duties.” Your memorialists sincerely hope that your lordship has 
been misunderstood, and that such an unsound economical sentiment 
has never been officially addressed by you to the French Government. 
That your memorialists beg to renew their most carnest protest (made 
fn their last memorial, which they addressed to your lordship), 
‘against the slightest movement of arctrograde character, the Treaty of 
1860 having been negotiated as initiatory to the expected adoption 
of Free Trade principles in France, and as opposed to her previous 
poltey of protection or prohibition. Your memorialists regret that, 
after twelve years’ experience of the operation of the Treaty resulting 
Wm an extraordinary development of French commerce with this 
country, by which the vine-grower, the silk-weaver, and the peasant 
Farmer of France have largely benefited (French exports to this 
country having increased from £13.990,900 sterling in 1853 to 
£387,000,000 in 1870), the French Government should return to a 
system of protection which will inevitably cripple their commerce, 
and check its furtherexpansion. Your memorialists hope that during 
the year to come your lordship will use every effort to induce the 
French Government to go forward in the path of unrestricted freedom 
of commerce; and especially that you will assure the French Govern- 
ment that you will not be a party to the adoption of retaliatory 
legislation on French imports, or to the imposition of export duties. 
And your memorialists will ever pray, &c.” 


THE BANK OF BOMBAY. 
Mr. George Gregory, M.P. for East Sussex, has given notice of his 
intention to bring before the [louse of Commons the circumstances 
attending the failure of the old Bank of Bombay, and, in anticipation 
of this motion, the committee of shareholders have issued a statement 
of their case for the use of members of Parliament. It contains a re- 
capitulation of all the facts that led up to the disaster, as brought out 
im the evidence taken before the commission of inquiry, and cites the 
various grounds on which the shareholders claim compensation from 
the Indian Government. Among the points named as proving the 
liability of the Government are its laches in passing the Act of 1863 ; 
ite neglect in not having used its power to enforce an audit of the 
aceounts ; the permission it gave the directors to advance on promis- 
sory noter, whereby the shareholders sustained a loss of £801,073 ; the 
less of £247,369 by the failure of Premchund ; the illegal opening of a 
branch bank in Bombay; the last point being the Government's 
‘general blindness to the signs of the times,” its ‘‘ acceptance of false 
returns and statements,” and generally its ‘‘ indifference, neglect, and 
gupineness.” The case admits that the shareholders have no legal 
remedy, but concludes by saying that they throw themselves on the 
intelligent, liberal consideration of Parliament, and its sense of fair 
dealing and justice. 
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CotontaL BrsHors,—The Right Rev. Dr. Alford, who recently re- 
signed the Bishopric of Victoria, Hong Kong, has become curate of 
Bowden, Cheshire. The Right Rev. Dr. Staley, late Bishop of Hono- 
lulu, has become curate of Croxall, near Tamworth. Some of the re- 
tired colonial bishops have been more fortunate. The Right Rev. Dr. 
Jenner did not give up the living of Preston, in Kent, while he was 

_ Bishop of Dunedin, and still holds it. The Right Rev. Dr. Beckles, 
on retiring from the Bishopric of Sierra Leone, became minister of 
Berkeley Chapel, Mayfair, and some time since was presented to the 
rectory of Wootton, near Canterbury. The Right Rev. Dr. Chapman, 
on retiring from the Bishopric of Colombo, became rector of Wootton 
Courtenay, Somerset, a Fellow of Eton College, and a Prebendary of 
Wells Cathedral. The Right Rev. Dr. M’Dougall, on retiring from 
the Bishopric of Labuan, became vicar of Godmanchester and 
Archdeacon of Huntingdon. The Right Rev. Dr. Claughton, on 
retiring from the Bishopric of Colombo, beeame Archdeacon of London 
and a Canon of St. Paul’z. The Right Rev. Dr. Ryan, on retiring 
from the Bisfopric of. the Mauritius, becime an Archdeacon in the 
diocese of Norwich, then rector of St. Nicholas, Guildford, and then 
vicar of Bradford. The Right Rev. Dr. Abraham, on resigning the 
Bishopric of Wellington, New Zealand, became Coadjator Bishop of 
Lichfield (with Dr. Selwyn, formerly Bishop of New Zealand); and 
the Right Rev. Dr. Hobhonse, formerly Bishop of Nelson, New Zea 
land, ig also an assistant to Bishop Selwyn, and has the living of 
Edlaston, Derbyshire, to which Bishop Selwyn presented him in 1869. 
The Right Rev. Dr. Trower, formerly Bishop of Gibraltar, is sub-dean 
of Exeter Cathedral. The Right Rev. Dr. Henry Cotterell, formerly 

eg Grahamstown, has become Coadjntor Bishop of Edinburgh. 

The Right Rey. Dr. Anderson, on retiring from the Bishopric of 

Rupert’s Land, became assistant to Dr. Tait, Bishop of London, and 

Was appointed to the Vicarage of Clifton ; all. these gentlemen retain 
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their appointments. The Rev. Dr. Nixon, on retiring from the Bi- 
shopric of Tasmania, was presented to the Vicarage of Bolton Percy, 
a rich Yorkshire living, but was obliged to resign it on account of en- 
feebled health.

Narrow Escare or THe [Nptan Matu.—The Indian Mail, which left 
London on the 29th ult., was very near mectiag with a serious acci- 
dent. While being whirled along by a special train in the direction 
of Modane, there was suddenly heard a rushing sound, like the sweep 
of a tempest through the trees, and then a thundering crash that 
made the ground tremble. It was an immense pile of rock whieh 
overhung a precipice, along the base of which the railway runs be- 
tween St. Michele and Modane, that had given way, and, plunging 
down the side of the mountain, fell upon the road, destroy- 
ing a bridge and blocking up the entire way with great masses 
of stone. Assistance was telegraphed for to Modane, and, after a 
short time, an engine with carriages and a number of men arrived 
from that town at the scene of the event. The officer in charge 
of the Indian Mail, to avoid a delay of it, at least, a day till the ~ 
road was cleared, gave orders to have the mail, consiating of 106 begs, 
carried on men’s shoulders over the piles of broken rock and placed 
in the van attached to the engine from Modane. Tuais in the thick 
darkness of the nizht proved an arduous and difficult task, requiring 
the most active vigilance on the part of the officer in charge. At 
length the work was accomplished and the engine, with a van contain- 
ing the Indian Muiil, started in the direction of Moat Cenis. At 
Modane the officer carefully inspected the Indian Mail to see that it 
had not suffered in transmission from one train to the other, and the - 
fale being satisfactory, started with his charge by special train for 

ndisi. 


A Cotostan View or our Cotonrau Pottcy.—Mr. Joseph Howe, 
a Cabinet Minister in Canada, has delivered a“ strong ” lecture to the 
Young Men's Christian Association of Ottawa on the conduct of the 
mother country. Ie declired that the Dominion, with only four 
millions of people in it, had t> govern half a continent and face a 
people of forty millions; that it conld not tolerate a laggard ora 
coward; that in any war with the Union it would be five times as 
completely overborne az Franc: was by.Germany; that a new policy 
had been developed at home, and Great Britain was to retain her 
troops and surround herself with iroaclads, aul the Britons across the 
Atlantic were to be abandoned. On th: eve of most serious negotia- 
tions Canada had been stripped of every soldier, and the thirty millions 
were ‘‘to hoard their rascal counters in t.vo small islands,” and let the 
Empire go. Mr. Howe is not the most trustworthy of politicians, but 
he always tells his audiences what they like to hear, and his speech is 
useful as showing what is thought in the Colonies of our centripetal 
policy. Itis considered, as our forcign policy is considered on the 
Continent,—purely selfish. 


Tue West Inpran Coonte Trarric.—In the House of Commons this 
evening Mr. Tom Haghes will ask the Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs if the Government have received notice of an order lately 
issued by General Ferrer, in the absence of Captain-General Valma- 
ceda, in the Island of Cuba, prohibiting Chinese from passing from 
one place to another, and from leaving the island; whether it is true 
that the British Consul, in conjunction with the Consuls of France, 
Italy, Holland, Belgium, and Denmark, have protested againet this 
and previous orders, ns practically reducing the Chinese to a state of 
slavery ; and if he will lay any communications the Government may 
have received on this subject upon the table of the House. 


Tue American Secretary of the Treasury has received from the 
Japanese Government a box containing a set of specimens of new 
Japanese coin, to be forwarded to the United States Mint. They are 
of gold and silver, similar in weizht and size to the American $20 
gold piece and $1 silver piece, together with gold and silver coins of 
lesser denominations.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hawpoure, April 3. 

The new steamer Atalanta, 1,700 tons, Captain Rieck, belonging to 
the German Steam Company recently formed here, is advertised to 
leave this port on the 11th of May, va the Suez Canal, for Singapore, 
Hong Kong, and Shanghai, and takes out cargo at the following rates 
of freight :—To Singapore, 503. ; to Hong Kong, 55s. ; and to Shang- 
hal, 603.—all per ton measurement of 40 cubic feet, with 10 per cent. 
primage. The company have greatly increased their capital by the 
issue of new shares, und ordered several new steamers in Scotland, with 
the intention of running them eventually, on certain fixed days, to the 
Far East ; and this is the pioneer of the company. At the late general 
meeting of the shareholders the chairman announced that all the 
steamers of the company were to be named after the little planets 
revolving between the orbits of Mars and Jupiter. As more thana 
hundred of these planetary asteroids have been discovered and named, 
there is a large field for the extension of the company’s future fleet of 
steamers. 

In addition to the German Consul-Geueral at Yokohama, there has 
hitherto been also an unpaid Mercantile Consul, subordinate to him. 
The latter having resigned the appointment, as the fulfilment of its 
official duties obliged him to neglect his own private interests, and as 
none of the other German merchants there were found willing to under- 
take the office, it became necessary to send out a temporary salaried 
agent, who has now become a fixture, with a salary of $4,000 (of which 
$2,800 are for local expenses), which sum now figures in the Budget for 
Consulates in 1872. The same course. of proceeding had to be pursued 
with the German Consulate at Singapore. 

The Hamburg Waaren-Credit-Anstalt have taken into their mauage- 
ment the execution of a project which, if successful, may cause a great 
alteration in the mode of doing business in this city. It is to sell 
cargoes of pro‘luce on their arrival by means of public auction. At 
their suggestion, and in furtherance of this scheme, they have induced 
some importers to make the experiment, and the first public sale is ad- 
vertised to be held in the Exchange Rooms on the 9th inst., when 594 
serons of guatemala and 176 ditto of Caracas indigo will be offered to 
public competition. For some time past there have been periodical 
(monthly) public sales of mahogany, rosewood, walont, and other 
descriptions of woods for furniture, which have proved a decided suc- 
cess; and it is to be hoped, in the facilitation of commerce, that the 
xystem may be extended with similar good effect to other articles of 
prod:ce, I may add that I notice in the advertising colamns of the 
local papers other announcements of public sales, such as “Teas per 
Falke from Shanghai,” “ Cinnamon from Colombo direct,” and others, 
but whether they ure under the patronage of the above useful institution 
or not I am unable to say. 

One of your daily contemporarics having last week warmed up as a 
piece of news the proposed plan of a universal reduced postaye, of which 
I gave your readers some particulars more than a month ago, I think it 
right to state that nothing more has been done in the case, and that 
the chances are much against its execution. Since the date of my 
letter above referred to the German Postmaster-General has been to 
Paris, and succeeded in concluding a treaty with France placing the 
rates of postage nearly as they were before the war; and in the dreadful 
state of impecuniosity in which the French finances are at present in- 
volved it is not likely that the rulers in that country should be willing 
to consent to what is, after all, only an experiment, and, I may edd, 
onc that will probably prove tu be a rather expensive one, especially 
for the first fow years. One of the semi-official Berlin papers, in 
noticing the article alluded to, states that in the preliminary conversa- 
tions opened at Berlin the English Government was evidently indisposed 
to give its consent to any further reduction of postage. 

The coining of the new twenty-mark gold pieces is going on as rapidly 
as possible, and at the end of March had reached the sum of sixty mij- 
lions of new marks; but as this is scarcely one tenth of the amount re- 
quired for the currency of the country, many more incnths will obviously 
pass before the present heavy silver dollars can be called in and put out 
of circulation, to be replaced by the new gold coinage. 

We Jeara from Bremen that the Burgerschaft of that city have had 
the courage to vote two millions and a half of dollars for the construc- 
tion of a third floating dock at Bremerhaven. It certainly required 
some moral courage to vote such a large sum when their State debt 
already amounts to thirteen millions, and five millions more have re- 
cently been voted for a new railway station and other local improve- 
ments, so that their whole indebtedness is ewelled to more tbat twenty 
millions—rather a large sum for a state containing 80,000 inhabitants. 

Now that joint-stock banks are established in almost every town with 
a population of 5,000 or 6,000 souls, and even less, the mania has 
turned to the formation of building societies, and it cannot be denied 
that a great scope is offered for their utility. 

Herr Theodor Christopher Heuck, hitherto honorary North-Germau 
Consul at Honolulu, is appointed Consul at that port for the Enipire of 
Germany. 

COMMERCIAL. 

The Easter holidays have interfered with the regular course of business, 
and most articles have been quiet, though prices are not appreciably 
lower. The only transactions worth recording are 1,000 centners 
of Spelter, special marks, at 154 marks banco; 15,00U bags of Necransie 
rice, per Lady Balleau, for delivery on arrival, at secret prices; 1,000 
chests Cassia Lignea, ex Bertha, from Hong Kong, at 104 schillings 
banco ; and 300 chests of Star Annis, which went rather in favour of 
buyers, Within the last few days a speculative demand has set in for 
Pepper, and a good many parcels have been taken at higher prices, 74 
schillings banco being paid for Singapore, and 63 to.64 for Penang.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpamM, April 8. 

We have had a magnificent and enthusiastic national festival, in com- 
memoration of the foundation of our liberty 300 years ago, when tho 

Watergeuzen delivered the town of Brielle from the power of the hated 
Spaniards, who had oppressed us for eighty years. The festival was 
universally observed throughout the country, except in Lemburg and 
North Brabant, where the Catholics are in the majority. The orange 
colours of our Royal House were worn everywhere. Despite the vehe- 
ment antagonism of the Catholic papers, the whole country (except the 
two provinces I have named), adorned itself with the beloved hue. 
Orange liquors, orange cakes, orange chocolate, orange caps, orange 
trousers, orange hats, men and women dressed from head to foot in 
orange ; not only was every person decorated with orange, but horses 
and dogs, cattle and cats, all were made to wear in some shape or form 
the national colours. It is asserted that never in one day have so many 
carrots been eaten as on the Ist of April, because the population 
desired to develop inwardly as well as outwardly as much orange 
colour as was possible. Every house was of course illuminated 
iu the evening of that memorable day; and so much tallow was 
burned in commemoration of the historical event, that the 
price of that article went up enormously—at least one of our witty 
papers came to this conclusion, notwithstanding that the commercial 
reports give other reasons for the advance, Everywhere the greatest 
enthusiasm prevailed ; there was not one town or even village in the 
whole country, excepting the Catholic provinces, where arrangements 
were not made—of course more or Jess extensive—for the festival. In 
Amsterdam and in this town splendid processions were organised, and I 
am glad to state that they were highly successful. The weather in the 
morning was somewhat rainy, but for the other part of the day 
‘* Heaven was with us.” Of course it is impossible to give you a com- 
plete description of these historical processions; I should occupy too 
much space, and even then I could give but an imperfect idea of the 
perfectness of the numbers who marched through our streets in the 
midst of an enthusiastic crowd, with the greatest order, and without 
the assistance of a single policeman or soldier being required. Nowhere 
have disorders taken place, except in those communities where the Ul- 
tramontanes—who still regard the overmastering of Brielle as a defeat 
of their party, and of the:7 religion — hindered and opposed the demon. 
strations of the Liberals. 

The extent of tho preparations which were made for this national 
rejoicing, and the enthusiasm which was displayed on the occasion, con. 
firm my former statement that if the Catholics, or rather the Ultra- 
montanes, had not protested so vigorously against the festival the nation 
would not liave subscribed so large an amount for the erection of an 
asylum for old seamen, and of a monument at Briello, of which the 
King, amidst the cheers of an enthusiastic crowd, laid the foundation 
stone. The 1st of April has indeed become a memorablo day for the 
whole pepulation of Holland. It is a fact worth notice that whilst our 
Flemish brethren took part with us, the Bolgian Ministry protested 
against our festival by refusing to give leave to the band of the Guides 
of Brussels to proceed to Rotterdam, to play our National Hymns. 

I think it is quite superfluous to state that politics have come toa 
standstill. The public has for the present ceased to care for them, and 
but very little notice has been taken of the fact, published by our official 
paper, that according to the latest advices from the West Coast of Africa 
the transfer of our Settlements to England will be unattended by any 
difficulties. The same paper has stated that our diplomatic relations 
with Venezuela have been restored, and that Mr. Lucio Pnlido has been 
acknowledged by our King as the Minister Plenipotentiary of that 
country. 

Mr. Motley, the famous author of the “ Rise of the Dutch Republic,” 
has received a great many ovations from the public, and has received an 
ionorary degree from the University of Leyden. 

The Noach I/J. has becn chartered as a troopship to convey a mili- 
tary detachment to Java,

UNITED STATES. 

A New York commercial newspaper says that the Secretary of the 
Treasury has, after careful consideration, allowed a drawback of three 
cents a pound upon refined crystalline sugar, the product of imported 
sugars, when exported. This will not only stimulate the product of 
oor sugar refineries, and the importation of sugars to supply them, but 
it will furnish freights for export. Formerly a large and profitable 
business was done in sending refined sugar to Sonth America and other 
ports. This branch of trade hae been cut off, because sufficient draw- 
back was not allowed. It will probably revive under the new and 
liberal allowance. 

The Tariff Bill, which was recently amended by the Senate, in such 
a form as to rescind the duties upon tea and coffee, has been thrown 
out by the House of Representatives. 





REFUSAL OF THE PACIFIC MAIL SUBSIDY. 
On the 13th ult. the House of Representatives went into committee 
on the Post-.office Appropriation Bill, the pending question being the 
amendment increasing the subsidy to the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, for its China line, from $500 000 to $1,000,000 a- year, and mak- 
ing the service fortnightly in tead of monthly. Mr. Farnsworth brought 
forward an amendment reducing the subsidy to $500,000, provided that 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company shall perform the service semi- 
monthly, and may perform it in ships of forcign construction. He de- 
sired to test the sense of the House as to whether it was not better to 
let this company purchase its steamers abroad than to pay $500,000 
out of the Treasury for the sentimental privilege of seeing the United 
States flag flying on the Pacific Ocean. fle held that this increased 
subsidy was on the principle of robbing Peter to pay Paul—paying sub- 
sidies with one hand and keeping up protection with the other.—Mr, 
Morgan also opposed the increased subsidy, and referred to a tatem-nt 
made to him by Mr. Collins, when he got his first subsidy of $300,000, 
that it had cost him more than that to get it. He would not charge cor- 
rupt practices on members, but they all knew that the lobbies were 
packed with plunderers. This scheme was not republican, it was not de- 
mocratic ; but would not the country believe it was a scheme of plunder 
devoid of shame ? He denounced it as a conspiracy against the Treasury 
and against the people—Mr. Brooks, of New York, replied to Mr. 
Morgan, and reminded him of the great men of both parties who had 
voted for the Collins’ subsidy. He asked him whether he dared to 
insinuate corrupt motives against Clav and Webster and Crittenden.— 
Mr. Morgan replied: I dare do anything that is right. I dire to say 
that this scheme is a scheme of plunder—that it taints the atmesphere. 
The gentleman may make the most of my remarks.—Mr. Brooks, with 
adisplay of great feeling, said: I will go down to posterity with Clay 
and Webster and Critten:len for that appropriation to support the flag 
of our country on the ocean. I have before me the record of the dis- 
tinguisled men of both the Whig and the Democratic party who sup- 
ported that appropriation from 1848 to 1855. Thisis uo new question; 
{t has been agitated twenty years ago. The Colling’ line was unfortunate, 
bat its misfortune wag due, not to the want of support on the part of 
the people, but to the bad management of the company, and to the 
subsequent extraordinary effurts of Great Britain in subsidising the 
Canard line.— Eventually the matter was adjourned for a week without 
any decision being arrived at. 

The debate was accordingly renewed on the 20th ult. There was 
egaina great display of feeling, and the speeches were of a similar charac- 
ter to those delivered at the previous sitting. A division was first taken 
upon Mr. Farnsworth’s amendment, which, as above stated, would permit 
of the Pacific Mail Company’s service being performed in foreign-built 
steamers. The ainendment was rejected by 95 uguinst 65 votes. The 
votes were then taken—amid great. excitement— upon the orizinal ques- 

tion of increasing the company’s subsidy to $1,000,000, which was ulti- 
mately rejected by a majority of five, the numbers being—87 ayes and 
nes, 


In commenting upon the action of the Committee, the Mew York 
Shipping and Commercial List says:—As this measure has been 
regarded us a sort of test subsidy question, the defeat of other Bills of a 
similar character would seem to be assured. Although we are opposed 
on principle to subsidies, we believe that, in the case of the China line, 
the Government might with propriety have extended to the 1 ne the aid 
sought. Here is a line already in operation in a field in which, as yet, 
we have no competitors, which has done much to create commerce in a 
new field, and to sustain which, it is claimed, the fostering care of 
Goverument is absolutely essential to make it as efficient as it 
ought to be. Take Great Britain and France as an example. 
The former has paid, and, we believe, still pays, the Pe- 
ninsular and Orieutal Company a subsidy large enough to 
afford a virtual guarantee of six per cent. dividends annually, 
equivalent to twelve per cent. in the United States, considering the 
difference in the rates of iuterest there and here. The French Govern- 
ment has been even more generous, To create a commerce which did 
not exist, the Government loaned the Messageries Imperiales Company 
the entire cost of fitting out the monthly line to India and China for 
twelve years without interest, virtuully making a free gift of the fleet. 
When it seemed desirable to have a fortnightly instead of a monthly 
service, the Government, in addition to heavy advances on similar terms 
for construction, guaranteed dividends of five per cent. on the entire 
capital after deducting insurance and depreciution. These are illustra- 
tions of a policy to which these nations owe in great part whatever 
Commercial triumphs they have won in the Rast. In the light of such 
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examples as these, it would seem that the Government might well have 


departed, in this instance, from its apparently settled pulicy to ignore 
ocean steamship subsidies,

in values, though at somewhat irregular figures, We revise quotations, 
remarking, however, that at the moment there are few sellers at this 
scale of prices.

Subtracting 
from this total the exports from Jan. 1 to March 13, 1,424,578 Ibs, and 
the withdrawals for home consumption during that period, 8,259,287 
Ibs., there remainsa total of 27,119,813 lbs., representing the stock on 
the last-named date. The receipts from Feb. 12 to March 18 amounted 
to 7,426,611 lbs. ; the withdrawals for home consumption to 2,281,808 
Ibs. ; and the exports to 94,365 lbs. 


SILK. 

The following remarks are from Mr. O'Donoghue’s Circular :—The 
market for Raw Silk has continued moderately active. The arrival 
onthe lat inst. of the delayed parcels gave a slight impetus to busi- 
ness, and all the most desirable lines were taken at full prices imme- 
diately upon their arrival.

THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 

Tue Civil Service Estimates, which include the allowances 
for the Diplomatic and Consular Service in China, Japan, 
&c., have been issued for the forthcoming year, and were de- 
tailed in our last issue. The total amotint estimated is 
some £6,000 less than last year, being £80,835, showing a 
further tendency on the part of our present Government to 
curtail that useful body—the Consular Staff. The paring 
down system, we suppose, will be suffered to go on until 
some fine day we shall find in the representatives of Great 
Britain a class of men similar to those who at one time 
represented the American flag. There is another danger 
which threatens, consequent upon this dreadful spirit of 
economy. It seems that, with a view of carrying ont these 
ideas, the suggestions of one of the Consular Staff to effect 
® saving have been listened to and acted upon by the Foreign- 
office. The case alluded to is this. The late Consul at 
Kiukiang, Mr. Patrick Hucues, finding that the trade of 
the place had decreased very considerably, made an offer 
to the Foreign-office that he would undertake the entire 
charge of all the Yangtsze ports, residing himself at Han- 
kow, and making occasional visits to Kiukiarg and Chin- 
kiang, for a “lump sum.” ‘This proposal seems to have 
been jumped at by the Foreign-office, and the Consul’s 
salary at Hankow reduced from £1,300 to £1,000. The 
port of Kinkiang being fixed with a Vice-Consaul at £750, 
and for Chinkiang there is no provision at all beyond an 
item of £50 for a writer, although it will be seen by our 
Shanghai news in another column that the trade has 
vastly increased. But this is by no means the whole 
of the injury,ivflicted on the Consular Staff by this ar- 
ringement. There are five senior Consuls to Mr. Huaues, 
receiving £800 to £900, who were justly entitled to be pro- 
moted to the Hankow Consulate before him, and what Mr. 
Huoues has done to entitle him to be thus put over their 
heads we are not aware, unless especial merit is due to him 
for finding out this brilliant idea of feathering his own nest 
to the detriment of his brother Consuls. The service at one 
time could boast of an esprit de corps, but those deys are, we 
suppose, now past. 

The action of the Foreign-office must, we think, have been 
guided by the representations of our Minister at Peking, 
It is of course no secret that Mr. Wave obtained his own 
appointment in consequence of his economical and peace- 
at-any-price views, exactly suiting the parsimonious and 
miserable ideas of our present Government. But Mr. WADE 
should certainly bave protected these senior Consuls from 
such a gross injustice, more especially as the appointment of 
Mr. Hueues drives Mr. Caing from Hankow—where he has 
been for over three years—back to Swatow, on a salary of 
£800. Taking this latter feature into account it is the most 
outrageous piece of injustice ever perpetrated. That Mr. 
Carne has a large family to support adds very much to the 
hardship of the case, but of course the Foreign-office cannot 
be expected to be mindful of these private affairs; but 
a generous chief would have taken care that this 
circumstance was represented. So much for the reduc- 
tions on the Yangtsze. The uext reduction is that of 
Chefoo, to which Mr. Lay has lately been gazetted, 
in succeseion to Mr. MaRKHaM, deceased. But Mr. Lay is 
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informed that the Lords of the Treasury have reduced the 
pay of this Consulate from £900 to £800. Here is a gentle- 
man who has been in the service for some twenty years—and 
who, moreover, distinguished himself, while Acting Consul 
at Tientsin, during the time of the dreadful missionary mur- 
ders—who finds, when “ promoted,” that this is the mauner 
of promotion adopted. Again, the post of Chinese Secretary 
at Peking has been conferred on Mr. Mayers, a very proper 
tribute to this gentleman’s well-known and acknowledged 
ability as a Chinese scholar ; but the salary of the office has 
been reduced from £1,000 to £800 !—equal only to the pay 
of the smallest consular port. Certainly a scholar like Mr. 
Mayers deserved more consideration than this. With such 
treatment, what other feelings can prevail in the service than 
those of disgust, coupled with a decision to do as little as 
possible in return. The salary of £1,600 at Canton, which 
is out of all proportion to other ports, will of course be cut 
down when vacated by Mr. Roserrson, the Senior Consul. 
We cannot understand why the Consul at Yokohama—or 
Kanagawa, as our officials persist in calling it—should be paid 
£700, or £100 less than any other port in Japan. We are 
aware that the Consul there is relieved of the judicial 
duties of the port, as there is at Yokohama a deputy judge, 
an officer connected with the Supreme Court of Chiva and 
Japan. Mr. Hannen now holds that appointment, which 
does not, by the way, appear in the Foreign-office List for 
the present year. We have been compelled to content 
ourselves by noticing the most glaring pieces of injustice, 
but other posts could be noticed, such as the Secretaries of 
Legation at Peking and Yedo, which should be at least £1,000 


per annum. 











THE SINGAPORE RAILWAY. 

Tae Secretary of State for the Cotoyiss is now in pos- 
session of the views of the community at Singapore in 
reference to the proposed railway to be constructed by 
Government. These views, contained in a series of resolu- 
tions proposed and carried ata meeting held at the Town 
Hall, have been transmitted to Lord Kiwpertey. What 
will he do with them? We cannot but believe that his 
Lordehip will be astounded at the formidable array of 
public opinion exhibited in the resolations passed at the 
meeting. The meeting was one of the most effectual 
and best conducted ever held in the Far East. It is 
not to be surprised at that his Lordship saw uo prospect 
of the rival interests ever being conciliated ; we have seen 
them over and over again upset, when just on the point of 
signing, sealing, and delivering. But does this justify 
the Home Government in ordering the appropriation of 
the local revenue for the purpose of constructing the line, 
while such works of vital importance as the waterworks 
remain uncompleted? Unquestionably this vital necessity 
for the health and comfort of the eutire population should 
have privrity. Building railways out of the surplus revenue 
of a colony is an unprecedented and incompreheusible 
transaction. If the finances of the place are so flourishing, 
some of the imposts which bear heavily on the tax-payers— 
and probably on the proper development of trade—should 
be abolished. Such an enterprise as a colonial railway 
should have its own special manner of yielding a return on 
the capital laid out in its construction. We uuderstand that 
the Srrairs Association do not intend holding any meeting 
on the matter, but in some shape we shall no doubt ascer- 
tain the course intended to be adopted by Lord KIMBERLEY 
previous to the departure of next mail. A letter on this 
subject from Mr, GiLFiLan will be found in another column. 








THE CEYLON HARBOURS. 

WE are glad to observe that the new Governor of Ceylon 
received a cordial and unanimous welcome from the whole 
population of the colony, non-official as well as official, im- 
mediately on his arrival amongst them. Among the first 
manifestations of this feeling was the address of the Chamber 
of Commerce, to which Mr. Gregory replicd in feeling and 
earnest terms, in which. those who have watched his Ex- 
cellency’s career at home will see the sure indications of an 
independent, liberal, and progressive policy. With great 
good taste the Chamber did not encumber cheir first address 
of congratulation and welcome with any subject of local im- 
portance other than the one which must be uppermost in the 
minds of all—the improvement of the harbour accom. 
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modation of the island. Other reforms and improvements 
will no doubt be suggested in due time, and receive the 
attention which the new Governor has promised to give to 
this crying want. We cannot but regret, however, that on 
this occasion the recommendation of the Chamber assumed 
80 one-sided an appearance in urging the construction of the 
new works at Colombo, without even referring to the claims 
and advantages of Galle. - To take a new Governor—if not 
by surprise, at least by antivipation—in an act which may 
prove the most important under his term of office, is, to say 





the least, undignified. For our own part, we remain of tie 
opinion we have always maintained, that Galle is essen- 
tially the mail port of Ceylon. The shallow roadstead 
of Colombo can never be made to accommodate vessels 
of the burden that can ride safely at Galle, if the projected 
improvements are made there. The importance of the 
Paumben Channel, too, as a communication between Ceylon 
and India—intimately bearing on the present question — was 
unaccountably left out of the Ceylon Chamber’s firat “ plat- 
form.” This seems rather uncandid, but we have no doubt 
that Mr. Gregory will not decide in haste against the claims 
of Galle, which have long been apparent to the most ex- 
perienced residents in Ceylon, to be the mail port, par excel- 
dence, of the island. 





Our New York Correspondent informs us that considerable 
excitement was caused in the House of Representatives 
during the debate on the Bill for an increased substdy to the 
Pacifico Mail Steam Company to run a fortnightly tine be- 
tween San Francisco, Japan and China. After a sharp 
struggle the Bill was lost by a majority of five votes. It is 
rather singular that while we record this we have at the 
same time to record the establishment of a British Steam 
Company to rau from a Pacific port to Japan and China. 

Tue members of the Japanese Mission keep moving. We 
hear that they visited Philadelphia, and made a tour through 
the iron, coal, and petroleum districts. We understand that 
Messrs. Bowies and Co., American bankers, have been ap- 
pointed financial agents in Loudon, and have ordered to be 
prepared for them a map of Londvn, marked in Japanese. 


Fotiowine the rules laid down for both home and foreign 
appointments under the Foreign-otfice, we understand that 
an examination for three Student Interpreters for China will 
take place on May 28. The Parliamentary Committee of 
Inquiry on the Diplomatic and Consular Service resume 
their duties on the 11th inst. 





Monetary and Commercial,

A new Steam Company has been registered, styled the “ Trans- 
Pacific Steam Navigation Company,” for the purpose of running 
a line of steamers between the ports of China and Japan, and to 
a@ port on the Pacific connecting with the American system of 
railways. The capital is fixed at £750,000, a large portion of 
which has been subscribed by the directors and their friends. 
The directors are iufluential and practical men in steamboat 
enterprise, and consist of E. H. Green, banker, London ; Gilson 
Homan, merchant, Bradford; W. J. Alt, London, and late of 
Japan ; William Nicol, shipowner, Liverpool ; William Malcolm, 
ironmaster, Wilts; and W. Wetmore Cryder, merchant, London. 
The managers of the company are to be Malcolm, Hudson, and 
Co., London, and Hudson, Malcolm, and Co., Japan, with power to 
appoint sub-agents. 

The Montevidean and Brazilian Telegraph Company has been 
brought forward, with a capital of £135,000, in shares of £10 each 
11,800 of which are offered for subscription. The company pro- 
poses to connect Monte Video, and the system of telegraphs at 
present terminating there, with the Brazilian frontier, by a 
submarine cable and by land lines communicating with the princi- 
pal towns of Uruguay. The concessions are for the periods of 
fifty and forty years respectively ; and, by the completion of this 
link in the chain of communication, Valparaiso and Santiago in 
Chili, Buenos Ayres, and the other important cities in the Argen- 
tine Republic, and Monte Video, will be brought into closer cor- 
respondence with Europe, the East, and the United States by five 
days. The price to be paid for these concessions is £7,000 in 
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cash, and £17,000 in fully paid-up shares, of which £12,000 
(being the ordinary share capital of the company) will receive no 
dividend until 10 per cent. is paid on the rest of the capital. The 
contract for carrying out these lines has been made with Messrs. 
Reid Brothers, who will erect the land lines while the cable is 
being manufactured and will be laid by Mr. W. T. Henley, of 
North Woolwich. The cable will be despatched from England 
by the first week in June, and communication between Monte 
Video and Brazil will, it is expected, be established by the end of 
July. The prospectus in full appears in our advertising columns. 

The directors of the British Indian Extension Telegraph Com- 
pany (Limited) have issued their report preparatory to the meet- 
ing to be held on the 17th April. It states that the gross revenue 
has amounted to £61,065, and the expenses to £12,827, showing 
a balance of £48,237, which, after the deduction of income-tax 
and interest on debentures, leaves a net profit of £45,418. The 
directors have already paid two interim dividends, equivalent to 
6 per cent. per annum, and they now declare a further dividend 
of 2 per cent., making a total of 8 per cent. for the year, carry- 
ing forward £4,218 toreserve. The debenture debt of the com- 
pany, which at the commencement of the year amounted to 
£24,000, on account of the change of terminus from Galle to 
Madras, and the purchase of the maihtenance ship Agnes, was 
reduced prior to the end of the year to £16,500 ; a further reduc- 
tion of £8,000 has since been made by the employment of 
£4,400 from the earnings of the year, and £3 600 from the sur- 
plus capital, leaving a sum of £8,5U0 to be paid off hereafter. 

The traffic for the month of March on the Great Northern 
Telegraph Company's amalgamated lines has been as follows :— 
On the European lines, 34,294 telegrams, with revenue 99,884 
francs; on the China and Japan lines, 2,832 telegrams, with 
revenue 99,090 francs. In March, 1871, the traffic receipts were 
larger but the Contineptal holidays before Easter did not occur 
during that month, as was the case this year. 

The fourteenth annual general meeting of the Chartered Mer- 
cautile Bank of India, London, and China will be held on the 
16th inst. A dividend of four per cent. for the half-year ended 
30th December, 1871, will be payable to the shareholders on the 
13th inst. 

The report and accounts of the Hong Kong and Shanghaj 
Banking Corporation will be found in the advertisment pages of 
our present issue. 

Considerable discrepancies prevail as to the export of Shirtings 
to Shanghai for March. ‘They are variously stated at from 
30,000,000 to 40,000,009 yards, but we believe the latter figures 
will be found nearer the truth. 

The market for Bar Silver is quiet at 5s. 03d. to 5s. Ojd. 
There is a good inquiry for Mexican Dollars for China, and the 
current rates are 5s. for the new, and 5s. 14d. for the old coinage. 

The Mexican Government have notified that the export duty 
of 8 per cent. on dollars will be taken off on the lst July, and 
that the transmission of bar silver. from Mexico after that date 
will be allowed free of duty. Hitherto the exportation of the 
former only has been permitted by the authorities. It is anti- 
cipated that the effect of the new regulation will be the shipment 
of large amounts of bullion to this country in the place of coin, 
and that the supply of the latter in this market will eventually 
become very small. With a continuance, therefore, of the demand 
for China, much higher prices will probably be quoted here for 
Mexican dollars. ;
